WASHINGTON. — A way

‘Brucker Wants Max 
And a Million Men 


WASHINGTON. — Gen. Max- 
well D. Taylor will continue as 
Army Chief of Staff until June 30, 
1959,. Army Secretary Wilber 
Brucker declared this week 

‘Ihave this in writing from the 
Secretary of Defense,” Mr. Brucker 
said. 

Mr, Brucker made the disclosure 
in. a press conference called to 
justify the Army's since-cancelled 
demonstration at Fort Knox for 
visiting Congressmen over Derby 


week-end. He also said he could not 
eoncur in all of the Cordiner Com- 
mittee recommendations and that 





the Army would support the draft’s 
continuation. 

He told reporters that the Army 
has been working to come up with 
a, solttion to the demands of 
modern nuclear warfare similar to 
that the British have adopted. He 
said that the Army must be “about” 
1,000,000-men strong for at least 
the next three years. 

He said, however, that the Army 
had not concluded that a Reserve 
was not useful or that the draft 
should be dropped, as have the 
British.

Senate Unit Okays 
Oversea Gift Mail 


WASHINGTON — The priv- 
ilege of Servicethen overseas to 
send home gifts tax-free would 
be extended under a bill ap- 
proved by the Senate Finance 
committee: this week, The meas- 
ure has already passed the 
House. 

The Senate committee amend- 
ed the bill by putting a two- 
year limit on, it. As originally 
passed by the House the bill, HR 
6305, would have made the priv. 
ilege permanent. 

This is a familiar approach by 
the Senate group which has put 
time limits on similar bills in 
the past. A committee spokes- 
man said there is no objection 
to the measure but the commit- 
tee felt the privilege should be 
reviewed after two years, to pre- 
vent any possible abuse. 

The bill will extend a law 
which expires June 30. Under 
the law, servicemen can send up 
to $50 in gifts home without pay- 
ing any customs duties or im- 
port tax, provided the gifts were 
legally bought.

Travel Rates 


WASHINGTON — Furlough 
rates, customarily granted service 
people by the railroads, probably 
will be renewed this year, but at 
a slightly higher per-mile cost, an 
official of the Association of 
America Railroads said this week. 

The furlough rates, roughly 30 
percent below civilian passenger 
fares, are renewed by tlie railroads 
on a year-to-year basis. They come 
up again in June, and Earl Pad- 
rick of the Railroad Association 
said “he saw no reason why they 
should not be renewed.” 

An increase, Padrick said, would 
be in line with a recent general 
fare ‘hike granted the carriers by 
the : Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, Present civilian pass- 
enger fares are 3.7 cents per mile 
in the East and 3.03 cents in the 
West and South. Servicemen pay 
2.02 cents nationwide. 

The furlough rates were begun 
during World War II and have 
been renewed every year since. 
They are good for servicemen 
traveling in uniform and by coach 
only.

Army Can Beam Messages 
Anywhere Via New Radio 


WASHINGTON.—A_ i powerful 
new short wave transmitter which 
can beam vital defense messages 
to any spot on earth, even through 
severe interference, has been de- 
veloped and will be installed for 
Pentagon use, the Depertment of 
the Army announced last week. 

Called the World Spanner, the 
transmitter was designed for use 
as part of the Army’s world-wide 
eommunication network by the 
Army Signal Engineering Labora- 
tories at Fort Monmouth, N.J., and 
by Continental Electronics, Inc., of 
Dallas, Tex. The big set is almost 
50 times more effective then the 
loudest ¢ommercial broadcasting 
station. 

The set owes its «tremendous 
power to single sideband design. 
This is an electronic technique 
which concentrates the power of 


a transmitter’s signal, Convention- 
al transmitters broadcast three sep- 
arate signals—a carrier weve and 
two duplicate sidebarids. Single 
sideband circuits filter out the car- 
rier wave and one sideband, thus 
funnelling all of thé power into 
the remaining sideband. pro- 
vides eight times the strength of 
conventional transmitters with the 
same power supply, according to 
Signal Corps engineers.

® If housing were provided for 
lower grades, transportation of de- 
pendents and household goods 
would have to be provided. This 
would send transportation costs 
soaring above the amount that can 
reasonably be expected to be avail- 
able. 

®. Troop housing (barracks) now 
available may become surplus. 

® Defense wants to take all pre- 
cautions to avoid overbuilding. 

The 289,000 deficit in family 
housing for officers and upper 
grade enlisted men compares with 
a total requirement for these 
classes of 669,000 units. Defense 
meets part of this need with 241, 
000 government-controlled units 
(including those under contract) 
and 139,000 units of private hous- 
ing in civilian communities.

WASHINGTON—Arnmy eating looked up this week with 
promise of more and larger servings of mess hall favorites 
and the end of several foods that have gone begging on steam 


tables for enlistments on end. 

Spinach and spare ribs, for in- 
stance, are on the way out, while 
peach shortcake will be served 
four times more frequently than 
eyer before. Delicacies like shrimp, 
mushrooms,.and maple syrup have 
been added, and servings of cer- 
tain; unpopular foods will be re- 
duced. 

The transformation came to 
light last week in the joint Army- 
Air’ Force master menu plan for 
fiseal' 1958. Food service people 
describe it as the first new idea 
in’ mass military feeditig since 
1948. 


* * * 


BASIS FOR the sweeping 
changes is acceptability surveys 
conducted in mess halls. Accept- 
ability surveys are made regularly 
to determine what the soldier likes 
and does not like. But according to 
food service spokesmen this is the 
first time they have played a ma- 
jor role in setting up ® menu. 


RECENT sunvevs. have shown 
these trends in Army tastes: 

© Fish 52 times-a year is okay, 
but men get tired of filets (usually 
haddock, cod, or flounder). The 
Army answer: mess halls will 
serve shrimp on 12-Fridays, oysters 
and scallops on six Fridays each. 

® Spinach and turnips have 
“practically na °.aeceptability”. 
They will be replaced by succotash, 
a favorite vegetable combination. 

© Liver, to the surprise of menu 
planners, goés over big. Frequency 
of serving will remain the same, 
but more liver will be offered. 

® Shortcakes are close,,to the 
number. One’ Army dessert. So 
soldiers will eat strawberry ‘short- 
cake 22 times instead 18 during 
the year, and peach shortcake will 
appear on tables ‘nine times, a 
whopping increase from the cur- 
rent two servings. 

® Popularity of the faithful hot 
dog is } waning. It will be cut back

placement issues.” These

placement of losses due to wearing out be- 
yond economical repair, abandonment and 


destruction.” 


The intent of the clothing allowance regs 
thus becomes reasonably clear: they require 
the soldier to maintain and réplace articles 
of personal clothing only .after they have 
been issued to him. They certainly do not 
require that he bear the expense of numerous 
changes as they are dictated at the Pentagon. 

An estimate of the cost involved will 
show why such a requirement is at least un- 
realistic. The green uniform with both types 
ef caps costs $38.15, without accessories. 


Two sets of greens—as 


uired by a set 


date—with one set of headgear and com- 
plete accessories, would cost $75 or $80. 
But the standard maintenance allowance 
for a full year is only $64.80. This.is not 
enough to buy both sets of greens in one 
year. Even if it were, it would leave nothing 
to pay for repair or replacement of items 
outworn during the year. And even if the 
costs were spread over two years, little 
enough would be left for maintenance. 
The current practice is especially oner- 
ous when one considers that these ever- 
increasing costs are imposed on a standard 
$5.40 monthly allowance which remains’ the 
same. Yet it should not be assumed that an 
adjustment of this allowance would remedy 


the situation.

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Your Job in 7th Army ° 


By Col, JOHN T. CORLEY 
HQ, Seventh Army, Europe 


“[ just reeeived orders assigning me 
to the United States Army, Europe— 
What will be my assignment on arrival?” 
This is probably the first thought that 
raced through your mind. 

This is written to explain the mechanics 
incident to your allocation to Seventh 
Army by USAREUR. 

If you are a commissioned officer, phys- 
ieally fit, and able to perform extended 
field duty, chances are you will be allo- 
cated to Seventh Army, particularly if 
assigned to one of the combat arms. Upon 
allocation to Seventh Army, a photostatic 
copy of your DA Form 66 was forwarded 
to the AC of 5, Gi, Seventh Army. 


At that time a group of combat arms 
officers began a review of your “66” as 
an individual with a view to placing you 
in an assignment that will develop you 
further, 

If you are an officer of one of the 
technical or administrative services, this 
planning was done with the chief of the 
appropriate tech service section. 

Your first assignment is based on sev- 
eral factors: 1) To insure maintenance of 
a high state of combat readiness. 2) Ap- 
plication of sound tareer management 
principles. 3) to provide stability of as- 
signment. 4) to provide stability and 
continunity within subordinate units, and 
5) To provide for movement of your de- 
pendents to this command at the earliest 
possible date. 

- . * 

AFTER determining whether you will 
be assigned to command or staff, you are 
allocated to a subordinate unit te: fill an 
authorized vacancy. The DA Form 66 is 
then sent to.that unit where the com- 
mander, together with his Gl or $1, de- 
cides upon an appropriate assignment for 
you.

assignment is then reported 
USAREUR, 


normally not later than 90 days before 
your reporting date at New York Port 
of Embarkation. Upon receipt of the as- 
signment, USAREUR checks with the ap- 
propriate area command, the agency that 
controls assignment of dependent hous- 
ing. and determines when housing will 
be available for you. This information is 
maintained on file at USAREUR until your 
application for dependent travel to this 
theater is received. 

If housing is available by the date you 
will arrive at your unit, you will be au- 
thorized concurrent travel. If housing 
will be available within 60 days after. your 
port call date, you will be authorized de- 
layed travel. This means your family 
will follow you within 60 days. If housing 
is not available within 60 days, you will 
be so informed and must reepply for 
travel of dependents after arrival at your 
assigned unit, 


Availability of dependent housing with- 


in Seventh Army is a very fluid matter, 
(Housing in areas occupied by Gyroscope 
units is very critical. The waiting period

sidered for command assignments within 
Seventh Army. Only those who.are proven 
commanders or who have the potential 
to grow with the job are given command 
assignments, : 

Command assignments within Seventh 
Army are considered “prestige” assign- 
ments, hard to get and sought by com- 
petent officers. 

Officers selected for command assign- 
ments are normally assigned directly to 
command, from the ZI. Regardless of 
whether your first assignment is command 
or staff, you will normally be stabilized 
in it for at least 18 months.’ Every effort 
is made to limit Seago change of 
station to ome during the oversea tour.

New Reversion 
Ranks Unfair? . 


FORT BENNING, Ga.: — Your 
story on officer conversion to E5 
presents some interesting problems. 

The Army told all Reserve. offi- 
cers before 1948 that théy would be 
permitted to revert to E7, and that 
if the policy changed they would be 
given ample warning so they could 
revert in time without loss. 

Now:a June 30 date is set, and it 
appears that there is going to be 
discrimination by birthday. on the 
part of the Pentagon, inasmuch as 
officers’ categories, expire during 
the month of their birth, All offi- 
cers born in the last half of the 
year will be.corporals or sergeants. 
All born during the first half, mas- 
ter sergeants or. SFC. 

Another side of the coin—at the 
RIF three years ago many officers’ 
categories were denied and they 
went back to Master Sergeant. 
Those still on active duty were 
presumably retained because they 
were better qualified than those re- 
leased three years earlier. So the 
Pentagon thinks the better qual- 
ified should be corporals or ser- 
geants and less qualified Master 
Sergeants. 

It’s true that all officers now on 
duty can apply for release before 
June 30, BUT there is-the matter 
or readjustment pay. The Pentagon 
claims such early release, though 
forced by the Pentagon’s policies, 
is not involuntary release — but 
voluntary! Thus those getting out 
before June te make Master Ser- 
geant will get no readjustment pay 
if their category was due to expire 
in July or after, but will get it if

Brucker said that as the British 
withdraw troops in Europe, the 
Seventh Army will have to redeploy 
to “cover the areas where weakness 
develops.” 

This. will not mean sending addi- 
tional troops to Eurdpe.

and the military missions in other 
European countries, Most of these, 
of course, are in the Seventh Army 
or in the LOC in France. 

Brucker said that the draft is a 
“necessary bit of the machinery of 
government to supply the man- 
power necessary” not only to the 
Army, through the draft directly, 
but also to the Navy. and Air 
Force.

Why Not Let Men Find Targets?

AJ, GEN HAMILTON H. HOWZE’S statement at Fort Knox last week that the Army 


today has no way of finding targets for its medium range weapons (up to 20 miles) and 


greater than 20 miles is shocking. 

peeches by top military leaders, 
including Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, 
Army ef of Staff, Gen, Willard 
Wyman CONARCommander, Lt.

Until Gen. Bourjaily 
Howze spoke out, however, the 
extent of the problem was at least 
publicly unknown. 

There have been suggestions on 
how the problem can be met. First, 
there’s the 300-knot STOL recon- 
naissance plane’ that the Marine 
Corps and the Army are develop- 
ing. This is the plane which will 
extend the Army’s ability to, see 
into enemy-held areas to 20 miles. 

Various generals have spoken of 
drones or missiles to perform the 
job. Radio-controlled helicopters 
and fixed-wing aircraft carrying 
television cameras are suggestéd. 
But Gen. Howze said at Fort Knox 
that these are not yet in develop- 
ment and appear to be of question- 
able value. 


He said that the Army would 
be forced to depend on the Air 
Force for battlefield recon beyond 
20 miles. And he added that to 
depend on the Air Force was to 
depend on a notoriously unreliable 
agency for information. This was 
no criticism of the Air Force but 
recognition that the Air Force has 
its own recon to do and that the 
Army mission must share the fa- 
cilities available.

THIS FACT, however, means 
that the Army cannot be sure that 
it will be able to get a survey of 
any particular area of battle when 
it wants it. 

There has been criticism in pub- 
lished articles of the long time 












- that there is nothing under development which will let the Army acquire targets at ranges 
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needed to handle photo reconnais- 
sance, another method that has 
been suggested for target iden- 
tification. 

The idea of sending an un- 
manned missile on a round-trip 
flight carrying a camera whose 
film would be developed, inter- 
preted and targets identified is not 
new. But it is again futuristic. 
Present photographic methods are 
too slow to permit targets of op- 
portunity to be. attacked. 

None of these ideas, even if 
worked out, solves the problem for 
now. 

Yet today the Army has one 
missile (Corporal) with a range 
variously reported from 40 to 100 
miles, and a second (Redstone) 
which will be tactical by June 
1958, with a range of 200 miles 
in peace (by order of Defense 
Secretary Charles Wilson) and 
500 to 600 miles in war (courtesy 
of the potential built into the mis- 
sile by the Army Ballistic Missile 
Agency).

‘HOW can the Army find targets, 

other than fixed targets, for its 


Corporal and Redstone missiles? 


For that matter, how can tactical 
targets for any missile with a 
range of more than 20 miles be 
found, whether that missile is 
Army, Navy or Air Force? 

The attempt to solve this prob- 
lem has been made in terms of 
machines. This, I believe, is why 
no solution has been reached, why 
the Armty today, while arguing 
against this concept of war, is 
being forced into accepting it. 

But is there a solution? 

Why not try men?

THE ARMY doés in fact have 
a target identifying and acquisi- 
tion organization in being. So far 
as we know, this organization has 
not been so recognized publicly. 
It is questionable that it would 
operate successfully within 100 
miles of the “area of combat” 
(rather than front lines) in mod- 
ern war, But from 100 miles 





back, it would operate very well. 

This would leave only the area 
from 20 miles (35,000 yards) to 
100 miles (175,000 yards). for 
R&D to provide target identifying 
and acquisition machinery. 

Oh yes. The organization. Any 
group of men who can live off the 
land and maintain themselves be- 
hind enemy lines, which can get 
the support of the local popula- 
tion, even a small part of it, 
which can fight as, train or lead 
guerrillas, which has equipment 
with which it can communicate 
with its own forces, will do. 

And such groups exist as teams 
in the Army’s Special Forces units. 
. - - 

SPECIAL FORCES has had to 
fight for its existence. It has been 
described by its enemies as a 
waste of training and a drain on 
the kind of men needed in. regu- 
lar units in key leadership. posi- 
tions. By its friends, Special 
Forces has been called the “equal- 
izer” between U.S. and enemy

So far, this is only a prospect. 
The missiles aren’t ready yet, 
probably won’t be for a year or 
more—maybe not for two or three 
years in any numbers. 

But even the prospect frightens 
the men in the Kremlin. 

They've as good as announced 
‘hat fact by the series of frantic 








threats they’ve directed against 
Norway, Denmark, Holland, 
France, West’ Germany, Italy, 
Greece and Britain—threats which 
say bluntly that any country which 
allows U. S. missile bases to be set 
up in its territory can expect to be 
devastated by H-bombs. 

_ These threats are not premature. 


' THEY’RE INTENDED to infiu- 
ence the present situation, in 
which our missile program is going 
to take—and in the peoples 
and governments of our allies must 
also decide their own course. Brave 
words spoken by statesmen today 
may not necessarily hold up as the 
time of decision approaches. 

The British haven’t helped cure 
the Kremlin’s jitters by announc- 


‘}ing that they are going to switch 


over to intermediate range mis- 
siles for their main deterrent strik- 
ing force as rapidly as these weap- 


ons become available — using 


American missiles to begin with. 
The British, of course, can pro- 
duce their own atomic warheads. 
Additional evidence of the Soviet 
state of mind is indicated by the 





pres ag — E are persistent 
reports that the USSR is preparing 
to set up intermediate-range offen- 
sive missile bases of its own in 
East Germany and Hungary. These 
reports are probably true; since 
the range of the Soviet missiles of 
this type which have been tested 
so far (they are not yet operational 
as far as is known) is believed to 
be something like 800 miles. Such 
missiles could not reach the Brit- 
ish Isles from Soviet territory 
proper, but they could do so from 
East German or Hungarian launch- 
ing sites. On the other hand, as 
already pointed out, the U. S. 
THOR or JUPITER missiles with 
their 1500-mile range could strike 
deep into the heart of the USSR 
from bases in the British Isles. 
All this is thinking into the fu- 
ture — a year, two years, maybe

House Approves 
QM as Heraldry 
Supply Agency 


WASHINGTON—Flags, insignia, 
badges, medals, seals, guidons, 
streamers, decorations, flagstaffs, 
buttons, buckles, awards, trophies, 
marks, emblems, rosettes, scrolls, 
braids, ribbons, knots, tabs, cords— 
all these should be supplied to the 
military services by the Army Quar- 
termaster Corps, the House of Rep- 
resentatives has decided. 

Under HR 896, which the House 
passed arid sent to the Senate this 
week, the Quartermaster Corps 
would perform all heraldic services 
requested by other services. Actual- 
ly, this is merely giving the corps 
statutory authority to do what it 
frequently ‘does now. 

The bill also provides the Secre- 
tary of the Army — which in effect 
means the Quartermaster Corps— 
shall be an adviser on heraldic mat- 
ters to non-defense agencies and 
departments of the government. 

In approving the bill the House, 
Armed Services committee noted 
that the Quartermaster Corps fur- 
nished the only heraldic services of 
any consequence in the government 
and said personnel of the corps 
“are. considered to be among the 
foremost authorities on heraldry 
within the United States.”

‘WASHINGTON. — Walk- 
ing into an NBC-TV rehearsal 
studio at the Sheraton Park 
Hotel here recently, there was 
no* mistaking the clear, crisp 
voice singing “My Blue 
Heaven.” 

The easily identified tenor with 
the inimitable lilt and deep respect 
for rhythm could belong only to 
Gene Austin, the man whose rec- 
ord of My Blue Heaven sold more 
than seven million copies in the 
twenties, a figure never since ap- 
proached by anyone in the music 


business. (Over a six year period, . 


Austin sold some 86 million ree- 
ords, more than Crosby and Sina- 
tra combined.) 

Austin’s voice sounds the same 
as ever, and his manner with a 
song has not changed. He does not 
give dramatic readings to songs as 
is the custom today, nor does he 
“croon,” although he is sometimes 
referred to as the “original croon-

Austin’s singing is certainly 
highly stylized, but even when you 
hear him sing By Blue Heaven, 
knowing that he has sung this 
song the same way thousands of 
times, his relaxed, casual approach 
leaves’ you with the impression 
that he is singing this tune for the 
first time. 


Austin’s voice is romantic with- 
out’ being saccharine or. sticky 
sweet. Even when singing. ballads 
such as Ramona (his second best- 
selling record) Austin likes to up 
the tempe on the second chorus, 
as if te assure the listener. that 
rhythm, after all, is the thing.

Useful Info on Alabama . 


IF and when. you are -sta- 
tioned in Alabama, the fol- 
lowing info should prove 
valuable : 

@ Taxes—State taxes include a 
three percent levy on sales, four 
cents per pack on cigarettes and 
seven cents per gallon on smeune. 
The ‘state also has an income tax 


/| which may be of concern to service- 


men who. claim Alabama a _ resi- 
dence. Returns are required for 
incomes of $1500 or more for single 
men or $3000 for married men or 
heeds of families. Servicemen over- 
seas may defer until 30 days after 
return. 

® Autos—In service drivers are 
generally not required to re-license 
their cars, (under Soldiers and- Sail- 
ors’ Relief Act) if the cars are. tag- 
ged in their home states, owned 
only by the serviceman -and if he 
is in the state by military assign- 
ment only. The state does heve an 
inspection law on vehicles, how- 
ever, and a safety responsibility 
law. This generally indicates a need 
for property damage liability in- 
surance. Individua) bases may have 
their own inspection, sticker and 
insurance requirements. 

@ Schools—Perents of school 
children should also check with lo- 
cal school autliorities on entering 
the state and bring report cards 
and/or grade transcripts if avail- 
able. No special entry requirements 
are reported for the state. 

@ Hunting and Fishing—Game 
laws in Alabama allow servicemen

WASHINGTON—The amount! 


that students spend in attending 
college has doubied since 1939-40, 
Lawrence G. Derthick, Commission- 
er of Education, said in announcing 
preliminary findings of ‘an Office 
of Education survey. 

Derthick said the expenditure 
per year for full-time undergredwu- | 
ate students attending public col- 
lege this year averages about $1500. | 
A student.in private college pays 
about $2000 a year. 

The average expenditure-i in 1939- 
40 was $747 for a student in a pub-| 
lic college, and $1023 for a privete | 
college student. 

Expenditures per student ranged 
from $200 to $5500 per year. For| 
the middle half of the group sur- 


veyed, the range was from $815 to | 


$1708. 

Figures include both living costs 
—clothes, room, board, travel, rec- 
reation or entertainment—and edu- 
cational cosis such as tuition, fees, 
books, and instructional supplies.

F NOT as popular as amateur photography, the hobby of 
the train fanciers is at least as lively. Both find a com- 
munity of interest in what the camera can do to make life

Questions Answered: Advice From an Expert 


Q. fr have had excellent re- 
sults using Kodachrome Type A 


film for portraits, using RFL spots 
and RFL floods. Type A is not 
available in 20-exposure rolls (I 
can’t even locate any in 36-ex- 
posure rolis). I’ve had poor re- 
sults with the new Type F. What 
other . films are comparable to 
Type A Kodachrome for use with- 
out a filter? J. A. Kiely, Jr., 
USAF. 

A. Type A was discontinued 
for a while but is now again 
available, under the new name 
Kedachrome Professional, Type 
A, and only in 36-exposure car- 
tridges. Type F Kodachrome 
may be used with fleod lights 
provided the filter 82A is used. 
On the last question, the closest 
other 35mm color film is 32 ASA 
Anscechrome Tungsten, but this 
is marketed only in 100-foot 
bulk loads, which must be meas- 
ured out and cut up and loaded 
in cartridges by the user.

Fort Polk Preventive Medicine Program 


Carried Out 


FORT POLK, La.—The under- 
standing smile of Maj, Jane C. 
Pesci, Polk’s Army health nurse, is 
a constant reminder of the import- 
ance placed on the preventive med- 
icine program by the post hospital. 

The work of the traveling nurse 
ties in with the Department Medi- 
cal Care Act passed by Congress 
last December. But Maj. Pesci was 
opérating her “into. the home” pro- 
gram of preventive medicine long 
before this bill was passed. 

The area covered by the health 
nurse depends on the need. 
“Priority for home visits is given 
mothers of \ premature babies, 
and to patients who have special 
problems,” the major says. 

Literature, posters and films are 
tised in. the educational phase of 
her work.’ From infancy to the 
aged—infant feeding to prolonga- 
tion of life and health—these prob- 
lems aré covéred in this. extensive 
program. In this way. liaison. is 
maintained between the Army’s 
médical plan-and the local civilian 
agencies and government health 
services. 

Pre-natal instruction is pointed 
out by Maj. Pesci as: one of the 
most important parts of the pre- 
ventive. medicine program. “Good 
habits of health are easiest when 
begun at the very beginning,” she 
stresses.

ALIEN ENLISTEE MOP 

q.-I-am an. alien enlistee in the US. 
Army, 1 enlisted in Germany in 1954 for 
a period of five years, I understand that 
I will be sworn in as a U.S. citizen after 
completing five years’ service with an hon- 
orable discharge. I have heard conflicting 
rumors that alien enlistees receive a $300 
bonus upon discharge: Would you beso 
kind as to inform me if sucha bonus exists, 
and if that is the correct amount I should 
expect. to receive upon completion of my 
service? 

A. We believe the $300 “bonus” you 
refer to is the mustering-out pay provided 
for in the Korea GI Bill. Aliens who en- 
listed: under the Lodge Act are eligible for 
mustering-out pay upon discharge from the 
Army under honorable conditions. MOP 
is paid at the rate of $100 for less than 60 
days’. stateside service; $200 for 60 days or 
more stateside service, and $300 for serv- 
ice outside the continental United States 
or in Alaska, Lodge Act enlistees, of 
course, would: collect the maximum ($300) 
benefit.

3. Takes from Defense control 
of the mineral rights on public 
land held by the military.

DEFENSE NOW controls some 
27.5 million acres of.land in the 
United States, 16.9 million of it 
taken from the public domain, Be- 
fore War Hi; Defensé holdings were 
4.3 million. 


Defense also controls about 3.1 
million acres in Alaska. 

All services hold land in each 
of the 48 states—the smallest 
slice being the Navy’s one acre in 
Connecticut and the largest being 
the Air Force’s 3.7 million acre 
Nellis-Tonopah range in Navada. 
Highest Defense holding is in Cali- 
fornia: 5.4 million acres.
